M-'iag  f  Ali.riifly  ill  anil  woin  out  by  coniani 
fatigiif ,  hi.t'i  by  day  and  night,  I  had  for  the 
liist  time  retired  to  my  house,  half  a  mile  dis- 
t:iiu  from  tiiis  post,  at  'i  o'clock,  A.  M. ;  and 
on  ri'ceiviug  the  alarm  I  observed  a  lire  in 
the  direction  of  Wiinhor.  My  force  was 
small,  iii't  eveeediiig  130  men.  I  immedi- 
ately prevailed  ci  a  gentleman,  who  was 
sleeping  ;it  my  Imiise,  to  ride  off  to  you  at 
IVtalden,  with  all  pissible  despaicli,  lor  a  re- 
infon-emcnt  and  a  lield-pii-ce.  In  the  mean- 
tiirip  ("aiitain  Sparke,  with  Nos.  I&  -2  cnm- 
panies  of  the  I'roviicial  Volunteer  Militia, 
ami  C>,(pt:iiii  Adjutant  Leslie,  Captain  Tbebo 
and  Captain  Elliott  of  the  Esssex  Militia,with 
llifii  rfS(..ctive  comiianirs,  and  jnineii  by 
several  iJentlemen  Volunteers  from  Sand 
u'l;-Ii,  111  "-ehed  iilfinst^intly  ti  wards  Windscr. 
About  th '  entrance  into  tlie  villag''  th"y 
were  jniiiiil  by  Captain  Hell,  of  the  Provrn- 
cial  Vohmteer  Company.  On  advancing, 
information  was  hiought  that  Windsor  was 
occupied  by  a  large  body  of  the  Brigands, 
and  that  another  large  party  of  them  h,\d  b'ft 
Windsor  and  were  maicbinu- upon  S.indwith. 
Ciir  men  .ji^cinrred    about  ITiOin  an  Orciiiird 


Esq..  of  Chatham,  which  happened  to  lie  at 
anchor  there.  In  the  action  behind  Windsor, 
before  I  inarched  up  to  Sandwich,  we  lost  but 
one  man,  (»  brai'e  French  Canadian  of  Capt. 
Elliott's  company)  and  two  were  slightly 
wounded, 

or  the  brigands  and  pirates  21  were  killed, 
besides  four  who  were  brought  in  just  at  th« 
close  and  immediately  aller'tlie  engag.  mcnt, 
all  of  whom  I  ordered  to  be  shot  upon  tho 
spot,  and  which  was  do;ie  accordingly. 

Our  people  have  since  t;,ken  26  p:isoners,a 
list  of  whom,  with  their  country,  1  have  th» 
honor  to  inclose  ;  and  among  whom  you  will 
see  the  notorious  Joskua  G.  Doun,  for  whom 
I  believe  a  reward  was  offered.  You  will 
also  perceive  that  the  majority  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States.  Some  of  them  are  woand- 
e4,  but  not  severely.  The  brigmds  weru 
armi  d  with  abundanee  of  muskets  and  bayo- 
nets, pi.tols,  and  tremendous  Bowi'-  kniveg. 
A  more  inurdeious  crew  was  never  seen. 
From  the  best  information  that  I  can  collect, 
they  were  about  4.50  in  number;  and  they 
crossed  from  Detroit  in  the  steamer  "  Cham- 
plain"  before  day  light,and  they  landed  about 
two  miles  above  Windsor.  This  boat  belong* 
to  a  merchant  in  Detroit,  named  .lulius  El- 
dred,  as  I  am  informed.  Duiingtlie  byning* 
and  proceedings,  the  wharves  at  Detrrdl  were 
crowded  with  persons,  who  rent  the  air  with 
cheers  in  sllp;>^rt  of  the  brigands  and  pirate*. 
Their  8t;ind.;'d-bearer  was  shot  bv  Mr. 
Pierre  Maraiictte,  an  Ensign  in  Captain 
Thebn's  compiiny,  and  the  colour  itself  wa» 
capt-red  by  Lieutenant  Rodkin  of  Captain 
Sparke's  Comp.iny.  It  is  a  tri-eolour  flag, 
with  a  crescent  &  two  stars  in  the  lower  cor- 
ner, near  the  staff. 

I  have  much  gratification  in  stating  that 
the  whole -flhe Volunteers  and  Militia  be- 
haved with  the  greatest  gallantry.  Among 
ihe  fiiemer  wor«  Charles  liiibu,  Juiiyh 
il'ouda,  C.  Aiiiiii,  ami  IV.  R.  M'ood,  Ks- 
tiiiire  .Mr.  Gntnl,  Editor  of  the  Sandwich 
Herald  and  .l/f.»,<'-s.  daljieU,  LaughLon  and 
Pa.rinn  of  Sandwich  I  am  about  to  order 
the  prisoners  to  be  removed  either  to  London 
or  .^mherst^urgh  (if  you  approve  of  it)  be- 
cause the  Goal  here  is  not  siifhcicntlj  laijg* 
to  hold  them  and  the  many  mmo  ;hnl  I  hav* 
no  doubt  our  Indians  and  Scouring  Partiec 
will  roon  bring  in. 

I  learn  from  unquestionable  authorify  that 
the  Brigands  iind  Pirates  swarm  in  the  city 
of  Dotr  it,  that  they  set  the  Civil  and  Milli- 
tarv  aiithoiities  at  defiance,  and  that  we  may 
e.vpect  another  attack  honily.  We  are  quite 
prepared  for  them,  and  shall  no  doubt  give  « 
good  account  of  the  inhuman  miscrennts, 
come  when  they  will.
